The Department of Permits & Inspection Services has the following comments with regards to the aforementioned 
communication filed by the Common Council Legislation Committee: 

There are currently many "Special Zoning District" within the City of Buffalo and also many occupancies 
within those "Special Zoning Districts" requiring "Restricted Use" Permits to function within those districts. 
Should this Honorable Body enact additional "Special Districts" the Department of Permit & Inspection 
Services will enforce the Zoning Ordinances within these "Special Districts". 

Current City of Buffalo Zoning Ordinances, specifically Chapter 511 "Zoning", Article II "Terminology", 51 1-4 
"Definitions" define "Private Clubs" as "CLUB, PRIVATE -- A nonprofit social organization whose premises are 
restricted to its members and their guests". 

Current City of Buffalo Zoning Ordinances do not specifically define "General Merchandise Stores" and 
therefore, all stores selling any type of goods, wares or merchandise would be treated as a "General 
Merchandise Store". 

The Department of Permit & Inspection Services recommends that the terms "Private Club" and "General 
Merchandise Store" be defined or further defined in this proposed City of Buffalo Zoning Ordinance 
amendment in order for said ordinance to be authoritatively administrated and enforced.

The Common Council of the City of Buffalo has established a comprehensive plan to develop a 
vacant parcel of land into a combination Park, Athletic Field and Sports Center in South Buffalo. As part 
of that plan, the Department of Public Works, Parks and Streets is requesting proposals for Professional 
Services to prepare bidding documents and provide construction oversight for the Phase I portion of the 
work, as well as to assist in the development of plans and data for the State Environmental Quality 
Review Act (SEQRA) review for Phase II of the project, which calls for the potential construction of an 
approximately 30,000 square foot athletic facility {hereinafter "Triple Gym").

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SCOPE OF WORK 



In general, the selected Consultant shall provide professional environmental, architectural and 
engineering analyses and design. Consulting services shall be phased as described below. Professional 
services are expected to be sequential; therefore, work on each phase shall not start until the City 
provides the Consultant written direction to do so. The selected consultant shall provide all design, 
bidding, assistance and construction management for Phase I of the Buffalo Legacy Complex and 
preliminary designs and alternatives for Phase II of the Legacy Complex to be used exclusively as part of 
a Draft Generic Environmental Impact Statement to study the potentially significant adverse 
environmental impacts of Phase II of the project to be studied in conjunction with the SEQRA review of 
Phase I of the project. The preliminary designs of the Phase II build-out will be used to study the 
potential impacts of Phase II to avoid any appearance that the Phases of the Project were improperly 
segmented into separate environmental reviews. 

Background: The City currently holds the ownership of a parcel of land bounded by Manila 
Street, rear of the property line of the structures on Zollars Street, RR Right-of-Way and salvage yard. 
The site is to be developed into a recreational area. The Phase I portion of the project calls for: 

® Site investigation and update of existing Phase I Environmental Investigation; (if required) 
perform Phase II Environmental investigations as needed. 

• Site design, including but not limited to clearing and landscaping. Space is to be designed so 
that following phases can be completed without disruption of already completed work; this would 
consist of a sports/community building and additional parking/landscaping. It should be noted that 
preliminary design sketches of said sports/community building or Triple Gym should be prepared by

• Design and Construction of the Phase I Field House(s) providing: Locker rooms, rest rooms, 
storage and food preparation/sales, as well as mechanical spaces for electrical load centers and sprinkler 
controls, etc. It should be noted that detailed interior drawings of the Phase II sports/community center 
or triple gym will not be required as part of the scope of services for this RFP, as only the outer design, 
scale and placement of said building will be reviewed as part of the SEQRA review and in the preparation 
of a Draft Generic Environmental Impact Statement. 

® Road design/Construction. 

• Field and site lighting. 

The Consultant shall be responsible to inspect the site with respect to space limitations and 
utilities available, including but not limited to: power, water service and sewer. The Consultant shall 
also consult with the City Engineer or his designee as to usage and desirable features. The Consultant 
shall then prepare all plans and specifications, as needed, including, if required, separate bid packages 



to comply with the NYS Wick's Law for the Construction of Phase I facilities; including but not limited to, 
original documents, pre-bid meetings and preparation of addenda as required. 

The Consultant shall assist the City of Buffalo DPW/P&S with bid evaluation. Additionally, the 
Consultant shall act as the Construction Manager for Phase 1 of the Project. At the conclusion of the 
warranty period r the Consultant shall provide services for warranty close out. 

Prospective Firms should read the details of various phase requirements herein attached below. 
TASK 1. CONDITION ASSESSMENT SURVEY 

1.1 Perform a full condition assessment survey of the site, including update of the existing Phase ! and 
limited Phase 2 environmental survey, attached hereto as Appendix A. If during the review/update, 
it becomes necessary to do additional Phase II work, the Consultant shall be required to prepare a 
plan/requirementsforthe bidding of said work. 

1.2 Identify all deficient conditions. 

1.3 Prepare and draft a report of the findings from the condition assessment survey. Include a cost 
estimate for the work identified. 

1.4 Submit the draft report, survey and drawings of the existing site to the City for review. 

1.5 Meet with the City to review their comments and prepare the final construction scope of work. 

1.6 Prepare a final report incorporating the City's comments. This shall include an updated cost 
estimate. 

TASK 2. Prelim in ary Design 

2.1 The Consultant shall attend a minimum of two (2) meetings at City Hall or other locations to be 
designated within the City of Buffalo, NY to present and discuss the preliminary designs with the 
DPW/PS and other interested parties as invited by the Commissioner.

2.7 Submit samples, manufacturer data sheets, etc., of all proposed materials for DPW review. 

2.8 Prepare a minimum of six [6] sets of any progress sketches, drawings, or details as required for 
DPW review. 

2.9 Prepare six complete sets of all final Schematic/Design Facility Phase drawings, outline specifications 
and/or reports for DPW review and approval. 

2.10 Review related documents (job number and description), if needed to eliminate duplication of 
work. 

2.11 Obtain and study ail statistical or research information relative to potential adverse environmental 
impacts as required by the State Environmental Quality Review Act, including, but not limited to, 
traffic counts for the surrounding area, projected increased traffic through the build-out of the 
project, short term construction impacts, potential impacts on groundwater retention or drainage, 
impact on the built environment surrounding the development, impact on the 100 and/or 500 
yearfloodplain, aesthetic impacts, energy usage impacts, potential impacts on surrounding similar 
facilities, impact on character of the neighborhood and measures that can be utilized to mitigate 
any discovered potentially significant adverse environmental impacts. 

TASK 3. DETAILED DESIGN (Please note that no further detail of Phase 2 Athletic Facility/Triple Gym 
shall be included in the tasks that follow.] 

3.1 Design coordination meetings with the owner as necessary, record accurate minutes and distribute 
same to all parties within five (5] calendar days after the meeting date. 

3.2 Site visits as required to review and verify field conditions. 

3.3 Based on the City approved Condition Survey and Preliminary Design, the Consultant shall prepare 
the Design Development documents. These shall consist of drawings and other documents that 
establish and describe the size and character of the project as to site/civil work, architectural, 
structural, mechanical and electrical systems, materials and such other elements as may be 
appropriate (where required types and amounts of Hazardous Materials to be removed or 
otherwise are addressed). 

3.4 Obtaining all necessary approvals including, but not limited to: Zoning Board of Appeals, Planning 
Board and Permit Office. 

3.5 Construction documents shall be submitted for review and approval at 50% and 90% of completion, 

3.6 Preparation of cost estimates at the 50%, 90% and 100% of contract document completion. 
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3.7 Construction documents shall be formatted as multiple trade contracts, where required by law. 

3.8 All documents shall be prepared in the CSI Divisional Format. {N.B.} The City will provide the boiler 
plate and Division 1 documents. 

3.9 Printing of up to thirty (30) sets of the final approved construction documents for bidding and 
construction. 

3.10 Provide an estimated length of construction table to assist the City in scheduling activities. 

3.11 As required by Chapter 17 of the New York State Building Code, the Consultant shall prepare the 
Statement of Special Inspections and shall modify it as necessary to obtain the Code Enforcement 
Officer's approval. 

3.12 All documents issued for bidding and construction purposes shall bear the seal and signature of the 
professionally licensed architect/engineer responsible for the project. 

3.13 Provide electronic AutoCad drawings of all construction documents developed for the project. 
TASK 4 -Bidding 

4.1 Distribute drawings to prospective bidders. Keep an updated list of all plan holders, including 
contact person, address, and phone and fax numbers. 

4.2 Run a pre-bid meeting to describe the project and receive contractor input. Write meeting minutes 
and distribute as part of an addendum. 

4.3 Prepare, and distribute to ail plan holders, addenda to answer contractor questions and, as 
necessary, to clarify the contract documents. 

4.4 Attend the bid opening and provide blank bid tabulation forms. 

4.5 Review the bids, check for discrepancies and verify relevant contractor experience. Document 
findings and recommend which bidder is, in the selected firm's opinion, the lowest responsible 
bidder. 

4.6 Make changes or revisions to the contract documents as may be required as a result of bidding cost 
overruns in excess of five percent [5%J of budget or consultant's estimate and supply additional 
copies, at Consultant's expense, of revised documents and drawings as necessary for re-bidding; all 
amendments must be incorporated into their proper location within either the plans and/or 
specifications. 

TASK 5 - CONSTRUCTION ADMINISTRATION AND MONITORING 

5.1 Provide general administration of construction contracts through periodic visits to the Project Site 
and inspections by the Consultant and members of his/her staff. All persons engaged or employed 
on inspections shall be subject to the approval of the Commissioner of Public Works, Parks and 
Streets. The inspection shall be such as to give proper direction on behalf of the City to the 
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Contractors and to observe compliance with al! contract requirements. This shall include 
inspection and the execution of the work and the materials and equipment installed by the 
contractors to the end that the project will be completed strictly in accordance with the plans and 
specifications. The Consultant will not be responsible for the construction methods, techniques, or 
procedures, or any safety procedures incidental thereto. 

5.2 Provide ail testing, inspection, reporting and certifications required by the approved Statement of 
Special Inspections (Special Inspections Program) and by Chapter 17 of the New York State Building 
Code. The cost for special inspection shall be negotiated when the scope has been determined. 
The price quoted for this phase in your firm's proposal shall not include the cost of special 
inspection. 

5.3 interpret the plans and specifications and contract documents, and decide all other questions in 
connection with the preparation for the commencement of the work. 

5.4 Review and approve the contractor's schedule of shop drawings required to be submitted. 

5.5 Review and approve the progress schedules prepared by the contractors for the project; the 
schedules shall show coordination of the work of the various contractors and subcontractors. 

5.6 Check al! shop and other working drawings of reinforcements, structural steel and other items 
intended to become a part of the project; examine the drawings submitted by ail contractors; 
check construction drawings with all shop drawings, interpret the plans and specifications and 
determine any conflicts therein; furnish additional instructions and, when necessary, clarification 
drawings to carry out the work; issue such clarifying details as may be required to achieve 
conformance with the contract drawings and specifications; prepare, analyze and recommend to 
the Commissioner of Public Works, Parks and Streets, change orders and all modifications of the 
plans and specifications as may be necessary as the work progresses, and check the fairness of 
additional costs or credits to be charged or allowed in connection with such changes. 

5.7 Members of the Consultant's staff shall make periodic visits at least once a week to each of the 
project sites and/or as needed as determined by the City and submit an inspection report to the 
DPW within five [5] calendar days of each visit, also notifying the DPW and contractor, in writing, of 
apparent problems and inconsistencies, and make written recommendation immediately to the 
DPW of such corrective actions as may be required. Consultant project visitation team must 
include a registered architect and/or licensed engineer involved in the project design if applicable, 
during any abatement work for lead and/or asbestos and/or Hazardous Materials, the project 
designer shall be part of the team during abatement activities. 

5.8 The Consultant shall be available on an as-needed basis should problems and/or questions arise 
during the construction contract, and shall render all opinions and recommendations in a timely 
manner so as to not impede, hinder or otherwise delay the work of the contractor. 

5.9 Determine the amount, quality, acceptability and fitness of all parts of the work, and check and 
recommend for approval all partial estimates for payment by the contractors. 

5.10 Keep complete project records of progress, shop drawings, payments, contractors' invoices, tests, 
and other pertinent information. 
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5.11 Conduct the preconstruction meetingfs) with the successful bidder(s), record accurate minutes and 
distribute the same to all parties within five [5] calendar days after the meeting date. 

5.12 Assist in the coordination of the work of the contractors and provide periodic job meetings at least 
every two (2) weeks within the contractors' and City representatives to expedite and coordinate 
the work and minimize possible interferences and delays. Prepare meeting minutes and distribute 
to the City, contractor and other interested parties within five {5) calendar days after the meeting 
date. The Commissioner of Public Works, Parks and Streets shall designate a representative to 
attend job meetings. 

5.13 Where either required by law or by contract documents, verify that required licenses and/or 
certifications of various workmen are correct and current. Examples include, but are not limited to: 
Welder's Certifications, Asbestos Handler Certifications and Medical Clearance for Respirators. 

5.14 Confer as necessary with City officials and representatives of public and private organizations 
where there interests are affected by the project, including a possible scoping session regarding 
design and layout alternatives during the SEQRA review process. 

5.15 Maintain a record set of project drawings and plans which will show any changes in the work 
incorporated during construction and revise the tracings to form a final permanent record of the 
work; furnish a complete set of "record" tracings to the Commissioner of Public Works, Parks and 
Streets showing in detail, for maintenance and record purposes, the work as completed. 

5.16 Obtain from the contractors all operating and maintenance data, instructions, diagrams, 
replacement parts lists, guarantees, and manufacturers' service directory, and furnish a bound 
volume of the same, arranged for easy reference to the Department of Public Works for the 
permanent record. 

5.17 Make a final and thorough inspection of the completed work to assure that it is in first-class 
condition and certify to the City the completion thereof in accordance with the drawings, plans and 
specifications to the best of the Consultant's ability, and thereupon approve the contractors' 
estimates and claims for final payment. 

5.18 Provide the DPW with one [1] set of reproducible copies of all plans (copymax or photo mylar only) 
with as-built revisions, specifications, designs and all other documentation developed in 
conjunction with this project; also update Drawing Exchange Format (.DXF) and AutoCad (.DWG) 
Format. Ail specifications, .DXF and .DWG files are to be transferred to CD-ROM and delivered to 
the DPW. This is acknowledgment by licensed professional of all as-built documents attesting to 
the completion of the same. 

5.19 Conduct an inspection sixty [60] days prior to the close out of all construction warranty periods and 
advise the DPW on the status of all constructed items. 

5.20 The consultant shall remain the Owner's representative to the contractors for the one [1] year 
Guarantee Phase for correction of construction deficits. 

5.21 if required, prepare and sign as Owner's authorized agent, any Request for Variances from 
agencies having jurisdiction. 



City of Bu ffalo Policies 

Drawings and Specifications 

The drawings and specifications prepared by the Consultant shall be in conformity with ail 
applicable laws, governmental rules and regulations, and the requirements of the RFP. The Consultant 
shall be responsible for obtaining all required permits, approvals and clearances from the appropriate 
state and local authorities with the exception only of such permits, approvals and clearances as are 
required to be obtained by the contractor or contractors for the Project. All drawings and specifications 
prepared under the Contract shall become the property of the City of Buffalo. 

Patents 

The drawings and specifications prepared by the Consultant shall not, without the prior written 
approval of the City, specify or require any patented article, design or process which requires payment 
by the City of royalties for its use or is of a proprietary nature. 

Reproductions 

The Consultant, at its own cost and expense, shall supply reproductions of plans, specifications, 
reports and other data and documents pertaining to the Project for its own use and for interoffice use 
with its sub-consultants. The City shall be entitled to be supplied with a maximum of six (6) 
reproductions of any plans, specifications, reports and other data and documents required to be 
prepared by the Consultant pursuant to Article 1 hereof. Reproduction of Contract Documents for 
bidding/construction purposes shall be the responsibility of the Consultant, if requested by the City, and 
shall be reimbursed by the City for the actual cost plus ten percent. 

Claims 

In the event any claim is made or any action is brought in any way relating to the design or 
construction of the Project, the Consultant, without additional compensation therefore, will diligently 
render to the City any and ail architectural and engineering assistance which the City may require of the 
Consultant, including, but not limited to, the making of analyses and reports. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing, the Consultant shall not be required by the City, without extra compensation therefore, to 
prepare mock-ups, make tests or testify at a trial or pre-trial proceeding; provided, however, that the 
Consultant shall furnish such services at its own cost and expense where it is established by a judicial 
decree or finding that the aforesaid claim or action has arisen from the negligence of the Consultant or 
the failure of the Consultant to properly and fully perform its obligations and responsibilities under the 
Contract. 

Extra Compensation 

1. Final models, photographs and other architectural renderings, as contrasted to study or 
preliminary models, photographs or other architectural renderings, will be paid for either on a lump- 
sum basis agreed to in writing by the parties; the manner of payment to be determined by the City prior 
to the completion of performance of such services. 
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2. Special (additional) technical, engineering and/or consultation services will be paid for 
either on a lump-sum basis agreed to. in writing by the parties hereto; the manner of payment to be 
determined by the City prior to the completion of the performance of such services. 

3. Testing laboratory services, topographic, utility, traffic volume, air/water quality and 
property surveys, test borings, construction progress photos, and, in case of the rehabilitation of an 
existing building, determining the location, measurement and other essential data of existing 
architectural, structural, mechanicai, electrical and utility features, the details of which, in the judgment 
of the City, are grossly deficient from a review of existing information and drawings and/or a physical 
inspection, shall be paid for either on a lump-sum basis agreed to in writing by the parties hereto. The 
above does not in any way prohibit the City from the directly contracting for such services from a 
mutually agreed upon provider. 

4. Except for the changes and/or revisions prepared by the Consultant, all changes and/or 
revisions to drawings or specifications, resulting from a significant program change of the City prior to 
the award of a construction contract shall be paid for either on a lump-sum basis agreed to in writing by 
the parties hereto; the manner of payment to be determined by the City prior to the completion of 
performance of such services. Notwithstanding any of the other provisions hereof, whenever any 
program change results in an increase or decrease in the estimated cost of the Project, the Consultant's 
Basic Design Fee for services rendered prior to said change shall be based on the last approved Program 
Budget and the Consultant's Basic Design Fee for all services rendered after such change shall be based 
on the approved Revised Program Budget for the phase submission after the change was made. 

5. All services rendered by the Consultant in connection with any work item, included in a 
change order to a construction contract, which results from either: (a) a program change of the City, or 
(b) conditions which, in the judgment of the City, could not have been reasonably anticipated or 
foreseen by the Consultant at the time bids for construction of the Project were received, will be paid 
for by the City on the basis of the approved value of said item multiplied by 5 percent. All services 
rendered by the Consultant in connection with all other extra work items and all deleted work items, 
included in a change order to a construction contract and inspection of construction work. 

6. Notwithstanding any of the other provisions of this Section, the City will reimburse the 
Consultant for such field office expenses, other than salaries and fringe benefits, required or approved in 
writing by the City which, as a result of the nature of the Project, are, in the judgment of the City, 
substantially in excess of those field office expenses normally incurred by a Consultant in furnishing field 
administration of a construction contract and inspection of construction work. 

7. Additive and deductive alternatives, in which changes in design are involved, as opposed 
to a material or equipment substitution or addition which, in the judgment of the City, does not involve 
design changes, will be paid for either on the basis of the Consultant's direct labor cost plus a sum equal 
to 130 percent thereof or on the basis of the amount the Construction Documents Payment would have 
been increased had the value of such alternates been added to the amount of the approved Pre-bid Cost 
Estimate; the manner of payment to be determined by the City within sixty (60) days after the award of 
the construction contract. For the purposes of the preceding sentence, deductive alternates shall be 
added to, rather than subtracted from, the Pre-Bid Cost Estimate and the value of all alternates shall be 
deemed to be an amount equal to the bid quoted for the alternates by the lowest bidder or, in the event 
that the lowest bidder does not submit a bid for such alternates, an average of all bids submitted 
therefore. Notwithstanding the foregoing, unless otherwise agreed to in writing by the City, the 



Consultant shall not be entitled to reimbursement of costs or any additional compensation in 
connection with any alternates for any construction contract or part thereof which is being re-bid 
because all bids previously received by the City were in excess of the amount of the Program Budget of 
the City therefore and were rejected by the City. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, all services rendered by the Consultant in connection with 
alternates that involve a material or equipment substitution, addition or deletion, which, in the 
judgment of the City, does not involve design changes, and all services rendered by the Consultant in 
connection with any additive or deductive alternates prior to the Construction Document Phase shall be 
deemed covered by the Total Fee unless otherwise agreed to in writing by the City. 

8. In the event the Consultant is caused to furnish services, not provided for herein and not 
previously performed, as a result of the City declaring a contractor in default, damage to the project by 
fire or other casualty, or a delay, through no fault or omission of the Consultant, in completion of 
construction of more than one (1) year after the specified completion date in a construction contract, 
the City shall pay the Consultant for such services, but, in the case of delayed construction completion, 
for only those services performed after said one (1) year period, on the basis of the Consultant's direct 
labor cost plus a sum equal to 150 percent thereof; provided, however, that the Consultant shall not be 
entitled to extra compensation for monitoring and inspecting either punch list, work or guarantee work 
items except monitoring and inspection services performed by the Consultant after the expiration of 
eighteen (18) months from the commencement of the one (1) year general guarantee period. 

9. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Consultant shall not be entitled to extra 
compensation under any of the preceding subdivisions of this Section unless the services to be provided 
by the Consultant hereunder have been requested and approved in writing by the City. 

General Provisions 

Approval 

Wherever in this Contract action is to be taken by or approval given by the City, such action or 
approval may be taken or given by any officer or employee of the City duly designated to act on behalf 
of the City as designated by the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Definitions 

In the event that the principals of the party referred to in the Contract as the "Consultant" are 
architects, engineers, landscape consultants or surveyors, then and in that event, wherever the word or 
designation "Consultant" appears in this Contract, such word or designation shall be deemed to be 
"Architect", "Engineer", "Landscape Consultant", or "Surveyor", as the case may be. For the purpose of 
this Contract, the terms "inspection" and/or "administration" shall not be interpreted as the 
Consultant's guarantee of workmanship or that the Contractor will not breach its construction contract. 

Delays or Omissions 

No delay or omission by the City or the Consultant to exercise any right or remedy accruing to it 
under the terms of the Contract or existing at law or in equity or by statute or otherwise shall be 
construed as a waiver of any of the provisions of this Contract or of any such right or remedy and no 
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such delay or omission shall impair any such right or remedy or be construed to be a waiver of or 
acquiescence in the act or acts or omission or omissions to act giving rise to the accruals of such right or 
remedy, nor shall it affect the City's or the Consultant's rights or remedies upon the occurrence of any 
subsequent event of the same or of a different nature. 

Singular/Plural; Male/Female 

As used in this Contract the singular of any word or designation, whenever necessary or 
appropriate, shall include the plural and vice versa, and the masculine gender shall include female and 
neuter genders and vice versa. 

Actions or Proceedings Against the City 

No action or proceeding shall lie or be maintained by the Consultant, or anyone claiming under 
or through the Consultant, against the City or any of its trustees, officers, agents or employees, upon 
any claim arising out of or based upon this Contract or any breach thereof or by reason of any act or 
omission of the City or its trustees, officers, agents or employees, unless such action or proceeding is 
commenced within one (1) year after the City's acceptance of the construction work. 

Firearms 

The City prohibits the possession of firearms by employees and persons under contract to the 
City on DPW property; except Authorized Security Officers or others specifically authorized by the 
contracting officer. 

The possession of unauthorized firearms by persons and/or corporations under contract to the 
City on City property shall be considered as grounds for immediate forfeiture & tgrminati on of their 
contract and disbarment from consideration for future contracts. 

Drug & Alcohol Policy 

The City prohibits the use of alcohol on its premises, or work by persons under the influence of 
alcohol at or above the limit established under the NYS Motor Vehicle and Traffic Law for driving while 
impaired. The use or possession of illegal drugs; or work by persons impaired by the use of illegal drugs, 
on City premises is strictly prohibited. 

Proof that any firm under contract to the City who allowed persons under their employ or 
employed by sub-contractors under contract to them at any level, to work while under the influence of 
alcohol or illegal drugs or to be in possession of illegal drugs upon City property or DPW premises, shall 
be considered by the City as ground for immediate forfeiture & termination of their contract. 
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Insurance R e quirements 



A. Indemnification 

The Consultant shall indemnify, defend and save harmless the CITY, its officers, agents, servants 
and employees, from and against any and all claims, demands, suits, proceedings, liabiiities, judgments, 
damages, losses, or costs, including attorneys' fees, of every name and description to which the CITY 
may be subjected to or put by reason of injury to the person or property of another, or the property of 
the CITY, arising out of, or relating to in any degree or manner whatsoever from or in connection with 
CONSULTANT'S activities in the performance of or failure to perform this contract. This provision shall 
include all losses, costs, and damages, which the CITY may suffer by reason of injury to the person or 
property of another, or the property of the CITY, resulting from but not limited to, the alleged 
negligence or carelessness, active or passive, of the CONSULTANT, or the alleged joint negligence active 
or passive, of the CONSULTANT and the CITY, its or their employees, agents, or sub-contractors, in the 
performance under this contract, or in the delivery of materials and supplies. The whole or so such 
money to become due under this contract or as shall be considered necessary by the CITY, may be 
retained by it untii ali suits or claims for damages shall have been settled or otherwise disposed of and 
evidence to that effect furnished to the satisfaction of the CITY. 

The CONSULTANT shall defend, indemnify and hold harmless the City of Buffalo, its agents, 
officers, servants and/or employees for ail claims or losses for personal injury involving employees of the 
CONSULTANT or persons working for the CONSULTANT or any contractor or subcontractor or supplier or 
any third parties injured during the performance of this contract. The provisions of this section shall 
survive the expiration or termination of this contract; shall not be limited by reason of any insurance 
coverage provided hereunder or the limits of any insurance requirements; and shall be separate and 
independent of any other requirement of this contract. 

8. Insurance 

The CONSULTANT shall secure policies of Workman's Compensation, Professional Liability, 
General and Automobile Liability Insurance, and maintain said policies in force during the life of this 
contract in the limits set forth: 

Workman's Compens ati on Insurance : 

This contract shall be void and of no effect unless the CONSULTANT shall secure Workman's 
Compensation Insurance for the benefit of, and keep insured during the life of this contract, such 
employees as are necessary to be insured in compliance with the provisions of the State of New York 
workmen's Compensation Law. 

General Liability : 

With respect to all operations the CONSULTANT shall carry Commercial General Liability insurance 
providing for a minimum limit of two million dollars ($2,000,000) per occurrence for each job site or 
location for all damages arising out of bodily injury, personal injury, property damage, 
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products/completed operations, and contractual liability coverage for the indemnification provided 
under this contract. Each annual aggregate limit shall not be less than $2,000,000. 

Automobile Insurance : 

With respect to any owned, non-owned, or hired vehicles the CONSULTANT shall carry Automobile 
Liability insurance providing for a minimum limit of two million dollars ($2,000,000) per accident for 
bodily injury and property damage. 

Professional Liability : 

With respect to any damage caused by an error, omission or any negligent acts of the CONSULTANT, the 
CONSULTANT shall carry Professional Liability insurance providing two million dollars ($2,000,000). 

All policies of insurance required by this contract shall be provided and maintained at no cost or 
expense to the CITY and shall name the City of Buffalo as an Additional Insured and Certificate Holder 
with respect to the CONSULTANT'S activities. Professional Liability and Workmen's Compensation 
Insurance shall name the City of Buffalo as a Certificate Holder. 

All policies of insurance shall be provided by a company or companies authorized to do business 
in the State of New York. Before commencing the work, the CONSULTANT shall furnish to the CITY a 
certificate of insurance, and shail thereafter provide renewal certificates, as appropriate, evidencing 
such coverage written by a company or companies acceptable to the CITY. All certificates of insurance 
shall be subject to the approval of the Corporation Counsel of the City as to form and of the Comptroller 
of the City as to sufficiency. Such certificates and renewal certificates shall provide for a notice of 
cancellation, change, lapse or restrictive amendment by certified or registered mail at least thirty (30) 
days. 

Any contractor or subcontractor performing work under this contract shall procure and maintain 
statutory insurance and other insurance as determined by the CONSULTANT so as to properly cover the 
liability of the CONSULTANT, contractor and subcontractor(s). The policy limits shall be the same as 
required of the CONSULTANT and the certificates of insurance shall be delivered to the CONSULTANT. 

SECURITY REQUIREMENTS <where requlred> 

The selected firm shall be required to submit the names, Social Security Numbers and two (2) 
copies of photo ID at least ten (10) days in advance of working in the building for security background 
checks. Consultant's staff shall at all times on premises carry a photo ID on their person, where so 
specified in the scope of their work. 

Exclusivity of C ontacts During Restricted Period 

Each respondent hereto shall provide the City with its proposal/bid packet any and all findings of 
non-responsibility made within the previous four years by any governmental entity where such prior 
finding of non-responsibility was due to (a) a violation of Section of 139-j of New York State Finance Law, 
or (b) the intentional provision of false or incomplete information to a governmental entity. 
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The City hereby designates Joseph Fanara, Architect as a person who is knowledgeable about this RFP 
and who may be contacted by respondents relative to the governmental procurement of services 
enumerated herein. No contact shall be made with any City officer or official other than that designated 
above as the contact person for this RFP relative to said RFP during the restricted period. The restricted 
period shall commence on the date of the release of this RFP and end on the date on which a successful 
Respondent has been chosen and approved by the Common Council of the City of Buffalo and either (1) 
further approved by the Mayor of the City of Buffalo and the Buffalo fiscal Stability Authority or (2) 
finally ratified by the City of Buffalo. Any contact made by any Respondent or agent with any City 
personnel not named herein shall be disclosed immediately by any Respondent or City personnel in 
writing and detail the time, place and manner of such contact for inclusion in the final bid documents. 

RELEASE OF THE CITY 

The acceptance by the Consultant or any person claiming under the Consultant of final payment 
made under the Contract shall operate as and shall be a release of the City from all claims by and liability 
to the Consultant, its successors, legal representatives and assigns, for anything done or furnished under 
the provisions of this Contract or in connection with the Project. 

TERMINATION OF CONTRACT 

Personal Services 

It is understood between the parties that this Contract is intended to secure the personal 
services of the Consultant or Consultants (if a partnership) because of its or their ability or reputation 
and that this Contract shall not be assigned, sublet or transferred without the prior written consent of 
the City. 

Death or Disability 

In case of the death or disability of one or more but not all of the persons referred to as 
Consultant, the rights and duties of the Consultant shall, at the election of the City, devolve upon the 
survivor or survivors of them who shall be obligated to perform the services required under this 
Contract and the City shall make all payments due under this Contract to the survivors. 

Termination 

At any time during the effectiveness of this Contract, the City shall have the right upon seven (7) 
calendar days' written notice of the Consultant to terminate this Contract, for cause, convenience or in 
the event the certifications made to the City in the Consultant's response to the RFP are found to be 
false or incomplete or to postpone, delay, suspend or abandon all or any part of the project. In the 
event of such termination, postponement, delay, suspension or abandonment, the Consultant shall 
deliver to the City all plans, drawings, specifications, reports and other data and records pertaining to 
the Project and the City shall pay to the Consultant all amounts due in accordance with Article HI hereof; 
provided, however, that if the City, after commencement of the Consultant's performance of services 
hereunder, postpones, delays or suspends the Project and subsequently, after a lapse of time, directs 
the resumption of performance of services by the Consultant, the Consultant, if it, in the judgment of 
the City, is caused to do extra work, which it would not have otherwise had to do, as a result thereof, 
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wilt be entitled to extra compensation for such extra work in accordance with the provisions of 
appropriate sections hereof. Except as expressly provided in the previous sentence, such termination, 
postponement, delay suspension or abandonment shall not give rise to any cause of action or claim 
against the City for damages, extra remuneration or loss of anticipated profits. In the event such 
termination, postponement, delay, suspension or abandonment is caused because of the Consultant's 
failure to fulfill its obligations or responsibilities under this Contract, the Consultant shall remain liable to 
the City for all damages suffered by it by reason of such failure, including, but not limited to, any excess 
costs incurred in completing the Project by the use of employment of other Consultants or otherwise. 

LIABILITY OF CONSULTANT

Introduction 

The New York State Department of 
Environmental Conservation (NYSDEC) has 
determined that cleanup requirements at the 
1132-1146 Seneca Street Site, located on 
Seneca Street in the City of Buffalo, have 
been achieved. 

NYSDEC approved a Final Engineering 
Report that documents the cleanup actions 
performed at the site and issued a Certificate 
of Completion to Flexo Transparent, Inc. and 
RSB Enterprises. A copy of the Certificate of 
Completion, which certifies that the site has 
been properly cleaned up and made suitable 
for redevelopment, is available at the 
locations identified in this fact sheet. 




WjiajjjGe aMu p ' Actions Were Performed? 



An environmental cleanup action was performed in 2009-2010 to remove approximately 4,775 tons of 
contaminated soil. The environmental cleanup involved: 

Removal and offsite disposal of polychlorinated biphenyl (PCB) contaminated soils; 
Removal and offsite disposal of semi-volatile organic compound (SVOC) contaminated soil; 
Removal and offsite disposal of underground storage tank and contaminated water/soils; 
Restoration of the site by backfilling excavations with clean soils; 

Limiting the use of the site for industrial purposes by placing an environmental easement on the property; 
Developing and implementing a Site Management Plan to ensure the site controls are maintained. 

The cleanup actions successfully addressed contamination, and NYSDEC approved the Final Engineering 
Report and Site Management Plan in December 2010. The Certificate of Completion was also issued in 
December 2010. 

Are Controls In Place to Ensure Continued Protection of Public Health and the Environment? 

Institutional controls and engineering controls are designed to reduce or eliminate exposure to any remaining 
contaminants of concern. An institutional control is a non-physical restriction, such as an environmental 
easement, placed on use of the site when contamination left over after the cleanup action makes the site suitable 
for some, but not all uses. An engineering control is a physical barrier or method, such as a vapor barrier, to 
manage contamination. 



The following institutional controls have been put in place on the site: 



® Prohibiting the use of site groundwater for potable use; and 

• Implementing a Site Management Plan and Environmental Easement which restricts the use of the site. 
Next Steps 

No additional steps are necessary. NYSDEC issued the Certificate of Completion based on review and 
approval of a Final Engineering Report submitted by the applicant. The Final Engineering Report includes: 

• A description of the cleanup activities completed; 

® Certification that cleanup requirements have been achieved for the site; 
® A description of any institutional/engineering controls to be used; and 

• Certification that a site management plan for any engineering controls used at the site has been approved 
by NYSDEC. 

Backgrjund 



The Site encompasses approximately 4.2 acres and is located on the northern/northeastern side of Seneca Street 
in a predominantly mixed industrial, commercial and residential area of south Buffalo, New York. The Site has 
been used for industrial purposes, including an electrical transformer repair facility. Previous releases of PCBs 
by a previous site owner impacted the Site, Flexo purchased the property to voluntarily cleanup and redevelop 
the Site for light industrial purposes.

J^e: Emerald Ash Borer threatens our communities 

Dear Municipal Official: 

I am writing to you regarding an invasive species that is threatening the ash trees in New York 
State and elsewhere. The Emerald Ash Borer, (EAB) or Agrilus planipennis was identified in 
June 2002 as the agent in ash tree decline and mortality in the Detroit metropolitan area. The 
infested ash trees displayed dying crowns in the second year of infestation and most died within 
five years. Recently, the EAB was found in Cattaraugus County, and will likely invade Erie, 
Chautauqua and Niagara Counties within the next few years. 

The implications of such an invasion could be devastating for Western New York and beyond, 
To date, no way has been found to effectively stop the Ash Borer's destruction, and most 
credible observers fear a near-complete annihilation of New York's ashes in the coming decades. 

It is projected that there may be 150,000 ash street trees in New York's municipalities and over 
900 million in the entire state. Dealing with public safety threats from infested, dying and dead 
ash trees in urban and suburban areas will be expensive and will involve cutting down dying 
trees and replacing them with new trees or prolonged treatment with systemic insecticides. Just 
cutting the trees down, at a cost of S 1 ,000 to $ 1 ,500 each, will mean an incredible expense to 
New York's municipalities. A study conducted by USDA Forest Service Northern Research 
Station projects a cost of $32,95 billion for New York State. It is important that municipalities 
begin planning for this eventuality and educating their citizens about this looming problem. 

Other repercussions of an EAB infestation are likely to include decreased property values, losses 
in the long-term supply of ash wood, decreased air quality, increased electricity use during hot 
weather as tree shading is reduced, and negative impacts on Native American cultures that use 
ash wood for traditional crafts and ceremonies. In addition, there are likely to be serious impacts 
on wildlife and natural ecosystems. 




Given the already strained economic conditions we face statewide and nationally, I stress that 
working in cooperation with all levels of government is critical to manage the economic impacts 
of this invasive pest. 

Researchers at SUNY ESF, Cornell University, and USDA ARS have conducted research on the 
EAB in New York and offer a few ways to slow the spread of EAB through an approach called 
SLAM, or SLow Ash Mortality. This approach to EAB management will slow the spread and afford 
valuable time for communities and individuals to plan for EAB arrival and allow time for 
research to further refine management techniques. 

1 . Insecticides can sometimes be helpful, although they are not recommended for 
widespread use by homeowners, because the insecticides that may be effective in 
controlling EAB are toxic to other organisms and can get into streams and waterways. 
Professionally applied insecticides are most appropriate for high-value trees in yards, 
parks and along streets. Professional trunk injection of certain pesticides can provide up 
to two years of protection per treatment, but the costs can be high and the treatments must 
be repeated regularly because the EAB will remain in an area for years. 

2. The DEC has adopted regulations to restrict the import of untreated firewood from other 
states and prohibit restrict the movement of untreated firewood long distances within the 
State. Only local firewood should be utilized since the interstate transport of firewood has 
been identified as one of the main ways EAB has moved across the country. 

3. "Trap trees" can be created to attract adult EAB as both an early-detection method and as 
a way to limit the spread of EAB by providing them with an attractive, nearby target to 
lay their eggs. Trap trees are removed before the following spring, also removing any 
larvae that are in those trees. Trap trees are created by girdling them, causing them to 
emit certain chemicals, which signals the EAB that the tree is vulnerable and therefore an 
ideal location to lay eggs. 

In addition, The SUNY College of Environmental Science and Forestry is working with the US 
Forest Service to investigate the use of a native, stingless wasp, with the common name of 
Smoky Winged Beetle Bandit as a possible early-detection technique for the Emerald Ash Borer. 
Research is being conducted in New York on the potential impact of the wasp in assisting in the 
detection of EAB populations. Smoky Winged Beetle Bandits have been found around the 
Central and Capital regions of the state. 

Naturally, the solution to this problem, like many other issues with ecological implications, is to 
work through multiple tactics to reduce the impact of the EAB, with an emphasis on educating 
the public, particularly homeowners, as they may need to eventually deal with infected trees on 
their property. 

Although I will not be serving as State Senator as of January 1 st , I encourage those in office to 
work together to address this issue for the benefit of our communities and our shared 
environment.

Subject: City of Buffalo Support for War of 1812 Bicentennial Celebration 

Whereas: On June 1 8th, 1812, the United States of America declared war on the British Empire as 
part of a plan to annex Upper Canada (Ontario) and all British territory in North America to the west, 
marking the beginning of what would come to be known as the War of 1 8 1 2; and 

Whereas: The Niagara Frontier was the most hotly contested battlefront of the War of 1 8 1 2, with 
the Great Lakes and Niagara River areas hosting numerous land and naval battles; and 

Whereas: December 2010 marked the 197th anniversary of the invasion and burning of the village 
of Buffalo by the British during the War of 1812, an act done in retaliation for the burning of the 
Canadian village of Newark, now known as Niagara-on-fhe-Lake, Ont, by American forces; and 

Whereas: The City of Buffalo is working with bicentennial organizers to arrange for 
commemorative bonfires to be lit along the shores of the Niagara River every so often between 
December 2010 and 2013, the 200 th anniversary of the War of 1812, in order to commemorate the 
burnings of Buffalo and Black Rock by the British and Newark and Fort Erie by American forces. 
Event planners in Fort Erie, Ont. intend to hold similar events to promote community interest in the 
War of 1812 bicentennial; and 

Whereas: The Historic Preservation Committee of the Black Rock/Riverside Good Neighbors 
Planning Alliance has sent a letter to the Buffalo Fire Department, which has been filed with the 
Common Council and is currently before the Legislation Committee, stating that they are seeking 
$5,000 in seed money from the War of 1812 Binational Legacy Council, a coalition that is promoting 
events tied to the war's bicentennial, to get this commemorative bonfire pilot program started on the 
American side; and 

Whereas: Canadian government agencies and foundations have already provided approximately 
$19.5 million towards staging a fitting cross-border commemoration for the bicentennial of the War of 
1812. These donations will be used to fund projects such as a makeover of the Niagara Falls, Ont, 
Historical Museum; improvements to Fort George; new signs on the Niagara River Parkway; a visitor 
center at Old Fort Erie; a Legacy Council web site; and a first edition bicentennial map; and 

Whereas: Unfortunately, the only U. S. governmental funding that has thus far been provided for 
the War of 1812 bicentennial commemoration in Western New York has been a $5,000 donation 
approved by the Niagara County Legislature and a recent commitment of $15,000 from the City of 
Niagara Falls; and 

Whereas: Dottie Gallagher-Cohen, president and CEO of the Buffalo Niagara Convention and 
Visitors Bureau, has been quoted as saying that her organization has found $25,000 to $50,000 in its 
budget for marketing and promotion of 1812 activities; and 



Whereas: The Great Lakes Seaway Trail has $120,000 in federal funding reimbursements for 
costs associated with 100 new interpretive signs; production of a new War of 1812 guidebook and' 
brochure; and related tourism promotions; and 



Whereas: In light of the historic role that Buffalo and the Greater Niagara Region played in the 
War of 1812 and the lasting impact of this international conflict on America, it would be 
unconscionable if the City of Buffalo, Erie County, New York State and the Federal Government did 
not follow the lead of our Canadian neighbors, the City of Niagara Falls and Niagara County by 
appropriately funding the War of 1812 bicentennial commemoration in Western New York. 



Now Therefore Be It Resolved: 

That the Common Council, in recognition of the importance of leading by example and the historic 
impact of the War of 1812 on our city, region and nation, intends to set aside a fraction of the money 
that is budgeted each year for Council Member's discretionary money, ideally in an amount of between

Subject: Consumption and Sale of Alcohol to Minors 



WHEREAS: In light of recent events involving the unruly behavior and consumption of alcohol by 
individuals under the age of twenty-one visiting our City during the World Junior Hockey Championships, 
the Buffalo Common Council wishes to express its concern for the health, safety and welfare of all 
individuals that live, work visit our City; and 

WHEREAS: It is the duty of this honorable body to take immediate and conscientious actions 
preventing future instances of underage drinking in the City of Buffalo, Elected officials, charitable 
organizations, parents and the business community must work together to hold establishments that sell 
and/or serve alcohol to minors accountable; and 

WHEREAS: Media reports indicated that individuals under the age of twenty-one were openly 
consuming alcoholic beverages at bars and hotels during the Hockey Championships. Serving or selling 
an alcoholic beverage to a person less than twenty-one years old is illegal in New York State (NYS Penal 
Code § 260.20 (2)) and any bar or hotel that served alcoholic beverages to minors broke the law in doing 
so; and 

WHEREAS: In addition to being illegal, underage drinking has been linked to injury and risky 
behavior. Approximately 5,000 individuals under the age of 21 die every year as a result of underage 
drinking - from crashes, homicides, and suicides. Teens that drink also are at risk for a long list of other 
injuries and potential life-long alcohol abuse; and 

WHEREAS: In an attempt to prevent underage drinking, the Buffalo Common Council frequently 
utilizes its powers in the restaurant and dancehafi licensing process to limit establishments from holding 
"co-mingling events," whereby patrons of a legal drinking age and patrons not of a legal drinking age are 
attending and/or otherwise "co-mingling" at any single event occurring at an establishment. 
Unfortunately, the limited powers of the city is often inadequate for addressing the problem of 
underage drinking, particularly after a permit or license is issued; and 

WHEREAS In New York State, the State Liquor Authority ultimately provides oversight over the sale 
of alcohol because it is the entity that issues licenses and permits for the manufacture, wholesale 
distribution and retail sale of all alcoholic beverages. The State Liquor Authority has the power to 
suspend and revoke licenses of establishments that have been found to frequently serve alcohol to 
minors as per the Alcoholic Beverage Control Law §65; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Buffalo Common Council has an obligation to city residents to ensure that all 
establishments located in the City of Buffalo granted a retail license from the New York State Liquor 
Authority are in full compliance with the requirements mandated to maintain their license; and 

WHEREAS: While the vast majority of bars, restaurants and hotels in the Downtown Buffalo and 
Chippewa Entertainment District are responsible and positive members of the local business 
community, and in many cases have vocally expressed a desire to see a crack-down on the serving of 
alcohol to minors, unfortunately, irresponsible business owners do exist and all reports of serving 
alcohol to minors must be seriously investigated by the appropriate authorities. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That the State Liquor Authority, Buffalo Police Department and 
the Department of Permit and Inspections are hereby requested to commence an immediate 
investigation into all reported events involving the sale of alcohol to minors during the World Junior 
Hockey Championships; and 



BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED: That the Common Council directs that copies of this resolution be sent 
to the N,Y. State Liquor Authority, Buffalo Police Department, Buffalo Place, Department of Permit and 
Inspections, and the City administration, and asks that these groups work closely together to find a 
solution to this critical public safety issue.

SUBJECT: Implementing Use of an Automated Funds Transfer Program for the Payment of City Billings 

WHEREAS: Buffalo homeowners pay property taxes and user fees to the city with many Individuals opting to 
pay these debts electronically over the internet; and 

WHEREAS: Although the city mails bills to homeowners informing them of the amount owed and the due 
date, it is often difficult for many residents to remember the myriad of due dates for their property taxes and 
various city debts. As a result, many residents pay a late surcharge to the city because they neglected to pay their 
debt on time; and 

WHEREAS: Many organizations that have reoccurring payment structures have successfully implemented 
Automated Funds Transfer Programs which allows them to collect money on a reoccurring basis directly from the 
customer's bank account for the debts owed to them without any action from the customer other than the initial 
consent and set-up; and 

WHEREAS: Many of these organizations have experienced improved customer satisfaction and an increase 
in the number of customers paying their bills which they attribute to the implementation of Automated Funds 
Transfer Programs; and 

WHEREAS: Many municipalities across the country are currently implementing Automated Funds Transfer 
Programs for residents to pay property taxes and user fees similar to those currently collected by the city; and 

WHEREAS: There is demand among city residents for implementing Automated Funds Transfer Programs to 
allow homeowners to pay reoccurring debts to the city that: 

• Requires the individual to voluntarily authorize the city to collect debts owed to it directly from the 

individual's bank account or credit card; 

* Allows the individual to drop out of the Automated Funds Transfer Programs at any time; 

» Continues to mail a bill to the homeowner containing the date the money will be withdrawn and the 
amount to be withdrawn from the individual's bank account; and 

WHEREAS: When the city previously investigated adding new electronic features to its bill payment 
program, several legal and technological impediments made implementation impractical. However, as the banking 
industry and technology continues to evolve, the exploration of new features available to the city for its bill 
payment program is warranted. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 

That the City of Buffalo Department of Administration, Finance, Policy and Urban Affairs, City Comptroller, Law 
Department and Department Management Information Systems are hereby requested to investigate 
implementation of a Automated Funds Transfer Programs for paying City of Buffalo billings and report its finding to 
the Common Council; and

Whereas: The City Charter states "whenever a reapportionment or redefinition of the elective 
districts of the city is to be made, a citizens advisory commission on reapportionment 
shall be appointed to render advice and make recommendations to the common council 
concerning the appropriate number of district and at-large council seats and the 
appropriate division of the city into districts for the election of council members; and 

Whereas: In January of the year following each decennial census, the city clerk shall solicit 

nominations from citizens and community organizations of persons to be considered for 
appointment to the commission; and 

Whereas: the President of the Common Council of the City of Buffalo with the approval of the 

Common Council shall appoint five members of the Citizens Advisory Commission. The 
Citizens Advisory Commission on reapportionment shall consist of appointed members 
who are registered voters residing in the City of Buffalo. Commission Members shall be 
recognized community leaders selected to assure the representation of the geographic, 
social, and ethnic diversity of the city; and 

Whereas: In the preparation of a plan for dividing the city into districts for the election of council 
members, the following criteria and standards shall be applied: 

« The population of each district shall be approximately equal 

* Districts shall be compact, and the variation between the length and width of 

a district shall be minimized 
e AH sections of a district shall be contiguous or physically connected

With there being 21 days left in January 
the Council should work toward openness and transparency to avoid any claims of 
impropriety and unfairness in the process; and .
